CALTAIN PHIL M’KINNEY NOMINA- 
ZED FUR GUVERNOKR. 
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BY THE DEMOCRATS OF VIRGINIA 


The Rest of the State Ticket Selected—The 
Republican Party Handled Without 
Gloves— Other News. 


Ricumonp, Va., August 15.+The state dem- 
ocratic convention met at 10 o’clock and pro- 
ceeded on the second ballot for governor. Be- 
fore the roll call was completed,Captain Phil. 
W. McKinney was nominated by acclamation. 

The convention nominated J. Hoge Tyler, 
of Pulaski, forliéutenant governor by accia~ 
mation. The conyention next proceeded to 
make nominations for attorney general... The 
names of it. Taylor Scott, of Fauquier; George 
Perkins, of Charlottesville, and R. A. Pollard, 
of King and (Jueen, were presented when a 
recess was taken until 4 o’clock p. m. 

Upon reassembling, the convention pro- 
cceded to make a nomination for attorney- 
general, which resulted in the selection of 


R.-T. Scott. 

Basil B. Gordon, of Rappahannock county, 
was then clected chairman of the state central 
committee, vice Senator John 8S. Barbour, de- 
clined. 

The following platform was then adepted, 
after which the convention adjourned siue die: 

The democratic party of Virginia, iu convention 
assembled, pioud of its past achievements, both in 
gtate and national affairs, pled,e the same: 
steadfast fidelity to the best interests of the people 
in the future, and declares to the people of Virginia 

1. We congratulate the people of Virginia that 
through wise legislation and administration of the 
democratic party, public schoois -have been pre- 
served tn efficient operation and their accommoda- 
tions extended; tbat resources necessary for the 
conduct of the government,,in ail its departmeuts, 
haye been secured, and that the debt 
question has been put in the train 
of nna! acceptable settlement. We would reprobate 
es misehievous to al] interests the re-opening of the 
issue which bas been the source of Bomuch ems 
inrrassment and vexation to the commonwealth 
and with the contunuance of party administration, 
which has dealt with it ably and wisely. We conti- 
dentiy look to its solution upon the lines of adjust- 
ment which tre people have indorsed and which 
democratic representatives have faithfully exe- 
cute. 

2 The democratic party founded the public 
schoo! sysiem of this commonwealth. The present 
etticiency of the system is the result of democratic 
laws and democratic efforts. We will care for and 
support public schools untilevery child shall be 
abie to secure the benefits of an education. To this 
end we tuvor liberal appropriations by the federal 
government apportioned among the statesin tue 
ratio of illiieracy of their population. 

3. Tie democratic party regards tbe encourage- 
ment and fostering of agriculture as all-importaut 
to the prosperity of Virginia, and that securing val- 
uable immigrants is necessary to the full success of 
agiiculture in the state. Therefore we declare that 
the democratic party, in its sympathies, its princi- 
pics, and its policies isa triend to agriculture, and 
will by all proper legislation advance, foster and 

evure egricultural interests in the state, 
+4. The democratic party has been, is, and will be 
the friend of the laborer. Lis efforts bas ever been 
to digznifys labor and elevate the wan. As far as 
practicable it will prevent conflict between the 
convict and honest labor. It is op; osed to and will 
resist the introduction of foreign pauper labor; and 
we favor the coliections of statisucs by the labor 
bureau of the Uuited States, and the consideration 
by it of ail matters which tend tothe development 
ani adivancement of the laborer. 

5. The democratic party will foster the oyster in- 
dustry of Virginia, for tie benelit of her own citi- 
zens, and favors the enforcement of the policy of 
preserving to ber own citizens tue frec use of all nat- 
ural oyster rocks, beds and shoals, as regulated by 
law, and will oppose the trausfer or surrender of 
the public rights therein to individuals or corpora- 
tions. 

6. The party renews its adherence to the princi- 
plesand policies on the tariff and internal revenue 
&v ojten enunciated in the platforins ofthe state and 
national conventions of the democratic party and 
tustained by the voice of the people at the polls, 
and especially does it insist upon the immediate 
abolition of the tax upon tobacco xnd fruii brandies. 

7, The democratic party of Virginia favors the 
complete remonitization and free coinage of silver. 

8 Wearein favor ofa law requiring agricultural 
institutions of the state to be placed under control 
of political iarmers. 

9. We recommend a revision of the laws Impos- 
ng taxes on laud, with the view to relieving it of 
auy unjust or unequal taxation now imposed on it. 

10. We indorse the wise, patriotic and judicious 
administration of Governor Fitzhugh Lee. 

11. We Lelieve that men who were disabled in the 
service of the state during the late conflict between 
the states, and the widows of those who lost their 
lives in such service are deserving of aii and pro- 
tection, and we favor such liberal appropriations 
within the‘revenues of the state as will tend tothis 

nad. 
12. While earnestly in favor of reforming the 
tariff upon just, con-ervative and economic princi- 
ples, we recognize that the issues and conditions 
which conirent us in Virginia in 
the . impending con’ ert, are of im- 
measurably more importance than the tariff 
reform or the reduction of federal taxation. Im- 
portantas the questions are, every business inter- 
est in the state, every social interest, every political 
interest, deminuds that the democratic party, the 
party of the people, the party of peace, good order 
and good government, which has safely and wisely 
conducted the state through the trying and troub- 
lous times of the past, shall be continued in power. 

We oppose the republican Party as a party «f boss 
rule; asa party of sectional strife; as a party of high 
taxes, of corrupt and extravagant expenditure cf 
public revennes, of unjust and oppressive treat- 
ment of the people of the southern states; the 
creatorand the promoter of monopolies.

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THE PRESIDENT’S TRIP. 


Cheered by Citizens ot Manchester and 
Concord. 

MancHester, N. H., August 15.—The 
morning of President Harrison’s last day in 
New England was marked by a leaden sky 
with light showers, still the weather was not 
so bad as that attending the trip from Bar 
Harbor. The party, after making a tour 
through the city, was then driven to the de- 
pot and boarded the special train. 
tors were met by a great crowd on the platform 
and by adelegation from Concord. The train 
departed amid the cheers of the crowd, 
President Harrison bowing his farewell from 
the platform. 

ConcorD, N. H., August 15.—The run from 


Manchester to Concord wasa quick one and 


was made without a stop. Preparations for 
the coming of the president had been made in 
Concord. Business blocks were generally 
decorated and flags stretched along driveways. 
The capital and grounds presented a fine ap- 
pearance, 

The president was met by Mayor Humphrey, 
Adjutant-general Ayling, and Grand Army 
bosts of Concord, Penacook and West, Con- 
cord acting asescorts. The party was assigned 
places in landaus and driven tothe capitol in 
a drizzling rain. The president was escorted 
to the council chamber and manager S greeted 
by Governor Goodell, members of his council 
and state ofiicers, and a large number of visi- 
ting citizens, who were assembled there. 
Among them werefSenator Chandler, Congress- 
man Moore and General Potter. After each 
had *® been presented, the president 
was taken im charge by the governor 
and escorted to Doric Hall, where the 
New Hampshire battle flags are kept. 

Comrades of the grand army were introduced 
and pleasantly greeted by the president. In- 
troduction of dignitaries followed after which 
under tiie escort of Governor Goodell,the presi- 
deut, went to the representatives joint conven- 
tion. The president was met by President 
Gaggart, of the senate and Speaker Upson 
ofthe house and escorted to the platform. 
Governor Goodell then said: 

Gentlemen of the legislature: The . president of 
the United States will be pleased to shake the hands 
of members of the legislature. 

Officers of the legislature began arrange- 
ments for the personal introduction of mem- 
bers. Before they could carry out their pur 
pose, however, the president arose and ad- 
dressed the legislature as follows: 

before that, I beg to thank you, gentiemen of the 
legislature, for the cordial! greeting which you have 
«xtended tome. I believe tne framers of all con- 
stitutions—state and national—are careful to recog- 
nize and separate the executive and legislative de- 
partments of the government, but I am 
sure the careful framers of these instru- 
ments did not bave in mind an  occasson 
like thisand that Imay meet you here this morn- 
ing as American citizens, charged as you are, with 
responsibie public dutics, in the assurance that 
upon whatever lines we may differ, we stand here 
today havinga high and ‘consecrated purpose to 
serve the public ends for which our state and na- 
tional governments are organized and in our re- 
spective places to do what we can to maintain 
sociul orders to promote edu’ation, and intelli- 
gence, and to lift up—first at home that its luster 
may be seen simi dignity and honor of 
American citizemghip.”’ 

At the conclusion of the address the dense 
audience which filled the chamber, lobbies 
and galleries, manifested their pleasure in the 
president's speech by loud applause. 

Lhe joint convention was then dissolved and 
the house adjourned, following which came 
individual introductions of members to the 
president. 

The president was then escorted through the 
capitol grounds in a carriage. After the drive 
acollaticon was served at the Eagle house. 
Among the invited guests were United States 
Senators blair and. Chandler and-Congress- 
inen Nute and Moore. Before the president 
left the hotel Culonel Whtte handed hima 
pitcher belonging to Mrs. Benjamin Gale, 
from which President Munroe had drank 
Jemonade when visiting her. President Har- 


_rison followed the precedent. 


At 2:15 President Harrison and party left 
the hotel for the railroad station, tlie president 
being continually cheered by the people 
enroute. Fully 3,000 persons were at the 
station,

During the afternoon the rain fell 
heavily, and all began drinking, and were 
soon ina very lively way. Asthey came back 
the guns were exchanged. Soon 
they took the shells out and 
started to Holcombe & Sumnor’s 
bar, Where they commenced drinking again 
and pointing their guns at each other. As 
Jim Howard started out of the door Levy 
pointed his gun at him and said, “‘Stop!’’ in 
a playful manner, when Howard raised his 
gun. Ashe didsothe weapon was accident- 
ally discharged, the whole load going into 
Levy’s neck and face. Dr. Rowley was sum- 
moned, and pronounced the wound desperate. 
Howard, in whose hands the fatal gun was, is 
a young cigarmaker of this city, and has made 
many friends since his recent coming to Green- 
ville. .

PHILADELPHIA, August 15.— William Jones, 
for twenty years a trusted employee of E. Hi. 
Butler & Co., educational publishers of this 
city, has disappeared. He 1s said to be short 
in his accourrts with the firm to. the extent of 
$40,000. Jones isa bachelor, and lived alone 
in an old fashioned residence in Germantown. 
He is said to have bad a passion for collecting 
rare books, ermgravings and antiques of all 
sorts. His house was filled from cellar 
to garret with valuable effects. Every nook 
and corner was stuffed with antique furniture. 
The walls were heavy with rare plates from 
master’s works. The shelves of his book cases 
were weighted with rare and uncut volumns of 
standard authors. Connoisseurs have already 
pronounced his effects one of the most valn- 
able private collections in the city. All of 
this collection has, it is said, been turned over 
to his late employers in partial restitution of 
the shortage. The firm is disposed to be very 
lenient with Jones.

MRS. MAYBRICK TALKS TO AN AMER- 
ICAN, 


AND DENIES BEING A MURDERESS: 


Says She Would Not Have Harmed a Hair of 
Her Husband's Head—New Evidence 
» Which May Help Her. 


New Yorx, August 15.—The lawyers in 
this city of Mrs. Maybrick, under sentence of 
death in Liverpool for poisoning her husband 
have today reccived important evidence in fa- 
vor of their client. The attorneys are Roe & 
Macklin. Alfred Monck, a lawyer of Mon- 
treal, sends a letter to the firm stating that a 
Mrs. Yapp, answering the description of the 
Mrs. Yapp, who was the chief witness against 
Mrs. Maybrick, had to leave Montrea! about 
three years ago to escape the possibility of 
being indicted for perjury. At that timea 
man named Malvin Smith brought action 
agaisnt his wife for separation. Mrs. Yapp was 
the chief witness for Smith and gave very 
damaging evidence against the wife. It was 
shown, however, that Smith’s mistress and the 
woman Yapp had, with Smith’s aid, plotted a 
dee) conspiracy to blacken Mrs. Smith’s char- 
acter. The plot failed, however, and Mrs. 
Yapp fled the country immediately thereafter. 

THE JUDGE’S CHARGE DENOUNCED. 

Dudley M. Hulman, managing editor of the 
Portland, Maine, Evening Express, also sends 
a letter stating that Mrs. Maybrick once lived 
in Portland, where she was highly respected. 
He asks advice of the lawyers regarding the 
propriety of getting a petition signed by lead- 
ing citizens of Portland and forwarding the 


same to Secretary of State Blaine, requesting + 


him to interest himself in the case. The law- 
yers wrote reply in approval of the idea. 

A well-known. lawyer who arrived today 
from England, and who wus. present during 
Judge Stepliens’s charge to the jury, was seen 
at Roc & Macklin’s oftice. He does not wish his 
name published. Whilein England he gave 
the Maybrick case a careful! study. 

‘‘T never heard such a prejudiced charge de- 
livered,’’ said he, “‘by a judge in my many 
years’ experience at the bar. Mrs. Maybrick’s 
lawyers could not get in a word edgewise. 
When they endeavored to curb the judge in 
his charge, they got snubbed for their pains. 
All the people in England were opposed to the 
conviction except the judge. I do not think 
the home secretary will allow the woman to 
be exocuted. I called to see her atter the con- 
viction, and she presented a pitiful sight. She 
exclaimed: ‘I did not do it—I did not do it. 
My folly Ladmit. I was led astray by 2 man 
who had unnatural influence over me. That 
was my only sin. I would sooner have lost 
my life than hurt one hair of my-husband’s 
bead.’ = .: 

Messrs. Roe & Macklin, lawyers, will for- 
ward the evidence they have to Secretary 
Blaine at once. ; 

WHAT A CHEMIST SAYS. 

LivErroon, Aug. 15.—Mr, Stewart, an ana- 
lyticai chemist of Glasgow, who was prepared 
to-testify at the trial of Mrs. Maybrick, recent- 
ly sentenced to be hanged. for poisoning her 
husband, and whose evidence condemned the 
woman said was kept back, has written a letter 
in which he says that Mr. @faybrick died 
through his own secret habit of taking desi- 
deratum ; that is, arsenic drinking. 

The Lendon Lancet, the noted medical jour- 
nal, publishes a fivecolumn review of the trial 
and comes to the conclusion that the evidence 
warranted the verdict.

It was re 
ported soon after his arrest that she had 
brought suit for divorce, but it seems she has 
done nothing of the kind. A friend of Hawes’s 
who has often visited him in his cell, says Dick 
knows his wife is true to him and believed in 
his innocence and this knowledge has kept 
him hopeful and cheerful throughout his long 
continement.

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TRE STORY OF MONTICELLO.

How the Home of Jefferson is Said to Have 
Come to Its Present Owners. 
University or Viraria, Augast 14.—The 
Monticello plantation is owned by a man 
named Levy (pronounced, or rather requested 
to be pronounced, Levvy.) I will tell you how 
he came into possession of it if you will listen 
to a long story, which you will not hear else- 
where. My narrator had it of his father, and 
his father of his father, who was the son of 
that Martha Randolph, Jefferson’s only sur- 
viving daughter who was left at his death, 


when her father had paid every dollar he 


owed, even to the uttermost farthing, without 
& home or means of support. It happened in 
this wise, and we must go back to the second 
war with Great Britain. 

When the difficulty was over the Uuited 
States government gave brevet rank to most of 
the.creditable army and naval men who had 
served through the struggle. Young Levy 
was breveted first lieutenant and went oven 
to France, where he took high rank in Jewish 
social @rcles—so high rank that one of the 
maiden ladies of the Rothshild family de- 
clared her passion for the handsome, com- 
manding looking young American, and swore 
that she would become his bride. The elder 
Rothshilds were a shrewd let. They sent for 
the handsome, black-eyed officer and asked on 
what t@xms he would instantly return home. 
He indignantly assured them he was an “‘offi- 
cerand a gentleman.’’ They accepted this 
fact and increased their bribe, but not until he 
had obtained something like $150,000—4 large 
sum in those days—did the gallant American 
fee] that his honor would be unstained and his 
purse gt the same tim replenished. 

He remained in our service until about 1826 
or 1827, a short time after Mr. Jefferson’s 
death when Mrs. Randolph Gas sabout to quit 
Monticello, being destifute of means to keep 
it.

Five gentlemen who happened to hear this 
speech had a consultation, came to the Vir- 
ginian, and asked what figure the house and 
grounds would probably bring. “It will be 
sold,”’ said the relative, ‘‘for $3,000 to satisfy a 
creditor who will gladly let it go for that on 
account of his consideration for the family, for 
we hope to buy it in.’’ The five Phila- 
delphians at once handed the 
Virginian $3,000. “Give it,’ they said, 
“anonymously to Jefferson’s daughter. It is 
from tive men who honor his memory too 
highly to permit hishome to go out of the 
family.” 

The Virginian was a kind-hearted but lo- 
quacious fellow. His whole p&ture was stirred 
with this good news. In the stage coach that 
night, between VPhiliadelphia and Washing- 
ton, the home keeping youth betrayed his 
homely wits. He told everybody of how his 
‘‘Cousin Martha’”’ was to have Monticello for 
the restof her days; that he had the check 
for the amount ina Philiadelphia bank. He 
treated everybody to old rye whisky on the 
strength of it when he reaches the next stop- 
ning place. But there he lingtéred, like other 
mightier men, too heavy with slumber to go 
on when the bugle sounded. His potations 
cost him a day’s deiay. But the other passen- 
gers were not belated. Among them was a 
handsome, stalwart, youvgish man with He-

When the Virginia relative arrived in Char- 
lottesville, a week later, he went in Laste to

Jefferson's belongings 
were sacred from profanetouch. Aseach year 
the graveyard gate was cpened to receive some 
member of the fast-decaying race his sable 
coach and driver followed the last of all 
mourners in therear. Hisrejected wreaths he 
would return to the humble mounds when the 
family had driven down the winding moun- 
tain road. The year of his death he wrote a 
note to Martha Randolph, and said to her that 
in her declining years she might feel, perhaps, 
less bitterly. ‘‘Would she and her remaining 
daughters come to the house and spend the 
day on Jefferson’s birthday—that he hiniself 
would not intrude upon them ?”’

JURY, 


AND PUTS IN A PLEA OF NOT GUILTY 


Witnesses for the Prosecution Examined— 
The Defense Has no Witnesses—Theo 
Prosecution Closes. 


Purvis, Miss., August 15.—The jury was 
completed after cansiderable delay and Sulii- 
van placed on trial.

On cross-examination, witness said the 
rings were square and looked more like pens. 
He never saw such rings before. Witness said 
the fight was in Marion county, but on cross- 
examination admitted he could not exactly 
locate the battle-ground and doesnot know 
where the county line is. Witness testified 
that he saw Sullivan jump on Kilrain with his 
knees and affirmed nositively that Sullivan’s 
knees touched Kilrain’s body.

An Atlanta Negro Executed in Florida For

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., August 15.—Bill Weost- 
moreland, the negro murderer, was hanged 
here today. He was in the company of Father 
Kenny and sister, Mary Ann, from an early 
hour in the morning, and up to the momenf he 
swung through the scaffold exhibited a degree 
of aerve almost unprecedented. At 11 o’clock 
he was led from the cell in the county jail, and 
in passing through the office to the yard was 
permitted to tarry a few minutes to bid good- 
by to his brother, a prisoner in jail for wife- 
beating. The scene was very affecting. The 
brother broke down and wept, but Bill said: 

‘That won’tdo no good. Brace up, and 
when you get out, do right, and you won’t 
have to die like me.’’ 

As he was led up to the scaffold, by Sheriff 
Broward, the condemned man recognized sev- 
eral acquaintances on the wallof the jail yard, 
to several of whom he nodded, and to one he 
smiled and gave'a significant wink. He re- 
peated all the responses after Father Kenny in 
a loud, clear voice, snd when his hands had 
been pinioned by the sheriff he straightened 
himself up and said;

The sheriff dropped his handkerchief asa 
signal, and a young Englishman named Hal), 
who had volunteered, then sprung the trap 
at exactly 11:24 o’clock. His neck was broken 
in the fall, and lite was extinct in four min- 
utes. Through Sister Mary Ann, Westinore 
land sent a parting message to his motlier, in 
Georgia. He also left a written statement 
addressed to Hamilton Jay, city editer of the 
Times Union, in which he avowed Jcomplete 
repentance and expressed no fear of death. 

The crime for which he was hanged was 
committed in this city on the night of April 
5th of this year.

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MR. GLENN'S ARGUMENT 


FORTHE TAXING OF RAILROADS IN 
COUNTIES. 


Mr. Williamson Opposes the Bill--Nailroads 
~  YJnerease Taxable Values More Than 


They Are Worth® 


The argumenton the county tax on rail- 
road contiuued before the senate finance com- 
mittee yesterday afternoon. 

There were present, representing railroads, 
Colonel P. L. Mynatt, Major A, O. Bacon, 
President J. D. Williamson, of the Chatta- 
nooga, Rome and Columbus railroad, and Mr. 
Hollis, of Americus. A number of members 
of the house were interested listeners. 

Mr. Glenn led off with a preliminary argu- 
ment in which he cited all the authorities he 
expectéd to use before the committee in con- 
clusion. : 

The argument sgainst the bill was in two 
propositions, he said; first against the policy, 
as it stops the constracticn of railroads, and 
bears with inequality upon old and new 

roads. Next, the legal objection of the in- 
equality of taxation. 

“The exemption of some roads does not 
hinder us from ae as far as we possibly can. 
I think I can show that that argument has no 
application in this state. Out of 5,000 miles 
not over 300 are exempt from taxation. 

To the constitutional objection he addressed 
himself particularly, as that, if sustained, 
would be absolutely fatal to the bill. 

This was a county tax, not a state taxation 
feature. General argumeuts drawn from state 
taxation do not apply. The very essence of 
county taxation is that it shall be unequal. 
In the state taxation equality prevails. The 
only thing required by the const itution is that 
in ap articular co unty or municipality the tax- 
ation shall be uniforin. 

He rcad from the constitution to the effect 
that “‘within the territorial limits of the au- 
thority levying the tax,’’ there should bea 
uniform tax on the same class of subjects. 
“Every railroad in any county under this bill 
shall pay the same rate. It does not mean 
that if ail of my property is taxed, all your’s 
must be taxed. It means that whatever of 
my property may be taxed must be taxed at 
thesame rate as your’s. The legisiature is 
the judge of Whatshall be taxed, but what 
it dce. tix must be taxed equally. 

Mr. Glenn read from the, Sith Georgia re- 
sort, page 330, to show that, the legislature 
has ¢ th power to exempt some property, but 
whatever is taxed must be taxed at the same 
rate. 

‘‘But that is not thelanguageof our present 
constitution by a good deal,’’ said Major Ba- 


con. 

‘That will be a matter for you to discuss,”’ 
said Mr. Glenn. 

He then read from the 60th Georgia, page 
93, tosustain thesame point. This decision 
said that the same species cf property must be 
taxed uniformly. 

“That’s also in the constitution of 1868,” 

‘said Major Bacon. 

“Oertainly,”” said: Mr. Glenn, who proceeded 
to read from the 48d New Jersey report, page 
562; also from the 52d Wisconsin, page 36, to 
the effect that the only limitation of the taxing 
power was that the ruie shall be uniform. He 
then read another decision to the effect that a 
partial exemption operated the same as a total 
exemption. Also from the 565th Mississippi, 
page 40, to prove that it was bevond the power 
of the framers of the constitution to make a 
provis sion refer to exemptions already made, 
but they had the power to make a provision 
that ail remaining to be taxed should ‘be taxed 
uniformly. Aliso the 32d iowa, page 427. 


He read from Cooley on taxation, page 1064, 
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to the effect that perfect eq ual taxation was | 


impossible. A tax cannot be attached on the 


' council of Ath 


ground that some other tax on the same sub- | 


ject would have been nore 
the matteris that the taxing power must be 
left to the Giseretion of the branch of the gov- 
ernment which is to exercise it. 

“Our col itention is that uniform taxation on 
the saine class of subiects does not mean that 
all of th e saine kind must be taxed, but that 
all subject to be taxed must be taxed the 
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sag 
Mr. Glennasked if the Central railroad was 


exempt from taxation nnder its charter. The 
provis' on that it should be taxed one-half of 
one pee cent on its net income he thought did 
not exempt the road from county tax, A 
number of authorities were read to sustain 
this view, concluding with the case in the 40th 
Georgia. 

Mr. Glenn said he was astonished at Colonel 
Mynatt’s statement that the 
headnote. 

Colonel Mynatt said he had correctly quoted 
Colonel Hammond's statement that the head- 
notes except those inmarked RK, 
judges. 

“l can’t 
Glenn. 

‘} don’t suppose Mr. Hammond would lie 
about it,” said Colonel Mynatt. ' 

‘‘Nobody says he would lie about it,’’ said 
Mr. Glenn, “I simply rely on the facts. The 
evidence that the judges did not write those 
headnotes -is that they decided to the con- 
trary.’’ e 

He then read the decision at length, main 
taining that the state withdrew her right to 
tax the road except cn the income, but left the 
counties and municipal corporations through 
which it runs the right to tax the whole prop- 
erty. It was as much a contract by them to 
pay taxes as it was on the part of the state to 
relinquish taxes down to acertain amount. 

Major Bacon asked him to read the last sen- 
tence in which Judge Brown said the position 
did not apply to railroads like the South- 
western, Which did not have the same provis- 
ions in their charters. 

Mr. Glenn read it and said Judge Brown 
was avery able man, but he was not infallible. 
The other side would not accept what he said 
in another place. It was merely a_ side re- 
mark not called. for by the facts. He read 
from an authority to the effect that there must 
be no reasonable doubt if a property is held to 
beexempt. Exemption from taxation does 
not exempt from the taxation of bonds, and 
that— 

‘‘Cniformity means uniformity in the rate. 
When we tax all property that is subject to 
taxation ata uniform rate you comply with 
the constitution.’’ 

“Ifyou have totax everything the same 
these gentlemen contending against the taxa- 
tion cf railroads are ina bad shape. Accord 
ing to that, if you tax me you must tax the 
railreads. I have no syinp: ithy With the spirit 
that seeks to oppress corporations. I seek to 
do riglt and to tax them just like the farmer, 
the merchant and the manufacturer. 

“Tf the road is of no valuo we take the word 
of the president as to the amount of its value.”’ 
MAJOR A. O. BACON 
thought he was to have been heard but Mr. 
Glenn had occupied an hour andahalfin 
giving his points and little of the afternoon 

ras left. He desired to have a very full oppor- 
tunity. He was attorney for the East Ten- 
nessee road to which corporation it would 
make a difference of from $500,000. to $1,000, 
000 if this bill passed. This wasa court of 
last appeal. A court in a case involving so 
Jarge an amount of money would give hima 
very patient hearing. He hoped to show the 
committee the utter fallacy of Mr. Glenn’s 
argument. He has studied the question very 
carefully and desired plenty of time. There- 
fore he would ask that Mr. Williamson who 
had pressing business and did not desire to 
take up much time he heard now. 

Accordingly Mr. Williamson was heard in 
opposition to the bill. 

MR. J. D. WILLIAMSON, 

‘“T feel that I represent some interests and 
that you will also hear me,’’ said he. ‘I feel 
grateful for the privilege ofa hearing. I shall 
not touchon the Jegal aspects of the case. 
They will be handled by able counsel, and I 
presume there are able lawyers on the com-~ 
mittee. 

‘‘The first speech Mr. Gleen ever made ina 
court house was in acase against a railroad, 
and he got a verdict. They generally get 
them. 

‘There are about 600 stockholders along the 
line of the Chattanooga. Rome and Columbus 
railroad interested in this bill. There are 
great reasons why this méasvu e should be at 
least postponed, if not defeate 

‘On the Chattanooga, Rome ond Colambus 
road there was an increase of taxable values 
for 1889 over 1888, showing what has followed 
in the wake of the building of the road.

The Chattanooga Mining company has 
spent over $60,000 in digging for ore. 

‘‘Doesn’t that stimulus bring taxable value 
into the state more than equal tothe value of 
the railroads themselves? These who have 
had experience in railroad building know how 
sensitive capital is. Iowa has stopped rail- 
road building by unfriendly legislation. That 
policy forces railroads to consolidate for their 
existence. 

“The Georgia railroad commission is the 
worst thing I have to fight, and yet has 
done more than anything else to help me, be- 
cause its fairness has allayed the feeling againuss 
railroads. 

“I appeal to this committee, and ask 
you, if yog vhink it is wise to pass 
this bill—to | at least postpone it. 
Let me get more capital in here. Get 
another whack atthem. You have a comp- 
troller-general who is alert,and the taxation 
of the state is safe in his hands. Alabama, 
Tennessee and the states all around us encour- 
age railroads. There is no railroad in Georgia 
that is asking aid except fromm individuals. I 
hope that Georgia will encourage railroad 
building. AsI understand it each county will 
have the right to fixits own rate. The county 
of Chattooga might put 35 cents, the county of 
Floyd might put 75 -or 80 cents on the hun- 
dred dollars. One county will be extravagant 
another will be economical. In cne poor 
county twenty miles of road will not con- 
tribute half as much freight as another rich 
county through which the road only rans ten 
miles. Every tax collector will make it an 
issue, and wii] see how much he can gouge the 
railroads. 

Mr. Glenn said it was to be given in to the 
comptroller general. 

Mr. Williamson said then it was an imper 
fect bill, if there was no means of satisfying 
the county authorities. 

Mr. Gienn said it was to obviate the very 
trouble he had suggested. 

{r. Williainson said Mr. Glenn had said 
“pass this bill and get into the courts with it.’’ 
Don’t do this, The railroads have enough to 
contend with in damage ca2ses. Let’s wet more 
capital in here. I wili beaparty to the con 
spiracy. The era of railroad building will pass 
away after awhile. 

“The roiling stock will not be Srought into 
the state after this billis passed. @I thought of 
rebuilding our shops in Gergia, but under this 
bill I cannot afford to do it. 

‘The counties. that have no railroads will 
not get the benefit of thistax. That is un- 
equal. The ceuters will get the best of the 
tax. 

Mr. Bartlett asked if the railroad commis- 
sion would notraise the rates if taxation ib- 
creased the expense of doing business. 

“Lam glad you mentioned that,” said Mr. 
Williamson. “When the expense increases 
they will allow us to increase our rates. They 
cannot confiscate our property. Then the in- 
crease will come out of the people along the 
line of the road. LIappeal to yon asa citizen, 
a native born Georgian, who loves his state 
and works for its interest, not to pass this bill, 
Put it off two years. I thank you, geuticmen, 
for your courtesy.”’ 

The committee adjourned the consideration 
of this business till Tuesday at three o’clock, 
when Major Bacon will be heard.

_ gudge Harrell, of Webster, Has Something 
to Say Concerning It--It Will Be Essen- 
tially the Same as the Original Bill.

The bill introduced by myself at 
the fall session and perfected by the commit- 
tee on the Western and Atlantic railroad, was 
Yeported by that committee to the house, 
connection with the bill

‘withdrawn in order that the lease bill might 
be perfected in the event that a majority of 
the house should favor a lease only. The 
house has now been for three weeks endeavor- 
ing to get that bill in shape. I do not 
know how much longer it will take. The 
end is not yet reached. Whenit is, those of 
us who believe that itis the best interest of 
the state to sell it, 

WILL INTRODUCE A SUBSTITUTE 

or amendment of the bill now before the 
house providing for its sale, and thus the issue 
willcome up squarely. 

“The present long 
expensive debate shows that the 
legislature can’t manage a railroad. They are 
compelled to turn it over to lessecs or pur- 
chasers. If they turn it over to lessees for 
thirty or fifty years, why not make the lease 
perpetual by sale when they can make a good 
trade ? 

“I do not think that the state government 
was formed for the purpose of owning property 
and carrying on any business that comes in 

COMPETITION|WITH ITS CITIZENS. 

It can go into trade as a merchant against 
its merchants, or a manufacturer against; its 
manufacturers with as much reason as in the 
the transportation business against those of 
its citizens engaged ~in that industry. Its 
proper function is to protect all of its citizens 
in every cailing and to come in rivalry with 
none. This isas an objection that strikesat the 
principle of the thing. Now, as to its policy. 
The ownership of thefstate is not’adapted to 
the present era in the management of rail- 
roads. There is notaroad in the state that 
underthe present improved system of tran- 
sportation that can stand alone. 

All have to build new lines to protect them - 
eclves or be left behind. Even traftic arrange- 
ments are only temporary. The state 

CAN BUILD NO NEW ROADS 

but is at the mercy of every line that choose 
to strike at it. The East Tennessee has already 
given it a heavy blow. The attempt of the 
Marietta and North Georgia road to cut it in two 
at Marietta by paralleling it from that place to. 
Atlanta, if it succeeds, will be eqnally as 
severe or more so, and the ever rolling current 
of new railroad building will soon sweep all of 
its trunk line features into the past. The re- 
sult wiil be that it will be left a local road 
ficzhting its more advanced rivals for means to 
run its trains, a dead expense to the state and 
of little use to the section through which it 
runs. 

‘-These are reasons for its sale now. The 
elasticity of private management could pre- 
serve both its value and usefulness, the gen- 
cral welfare of the state would be preserved, 
and this isthe endto which we all should 
work. Now, as to the 

OBJECTIONS OF THE SALE. 

“TItis urged, first, that it would not bring a 
fair price, and even if it did, the money would 
be covered into the treasury and wasted. In 
reply tothis I can say, that the provisions of 
the bill prepared for its sale, completely an- 
swer both these objections. The minimum 
price is fixed at the amount of the state debt, 
which now is about eight million seven hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars, and it is sub- 
ject to bids of higher amounts.

ACCIDENT TO A NEGRO MAN NEAR 
MACON, 


Surveying the Ocmulgee to Ascertain If It is 
Navigable to Hawkinsville—Macon News 
Generally. 


Macon, Ga., August 15.—{Special. |—Last 
night, Jordan Manay, a negro tramp of Cuth- 
bert, who was stealing a ride on an East Ten- 
nessee railroad train, was knocked off by a

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He Explains the Features of the New Road 
Bill. 

“It was a main purpose in framing the bill,” 
said Mr. Lofley, referring to his road bill yes- 
terday, “to make as jittle change as possible in 
the machiniary of working the roads, in order 
that the money raised for roadfund would all 
be used on the roads, and not in keeping up 
an expensive machiniary. It provides for road 
commissioners as now provided for by law. 
Their powers and liabilities are the same,and 
duties the same with some additions. Under 
the present law the commissioners divide up 


the roads and hands of the district, and ap- | 


point a number of overseers. It therefore be- 
comes @ neighborhood affair, and if a com- 
missioner or overseer, undertakes to enforce 
the law, it results in bad feelings and difficul- 
ties between neighbors. Ithink my bill will 
remove that defect in the present law by the 
district commissiuners selecting aud contract- 
ing with one man, to be the overseer of all the 
roads of the district. He will therefore be- 
come a paid officer, and will bold his 
position subject to remova! for any neglect of 
duty, atany time by the district committee. 
The commissioners will not deal with him 
undermy bill as a neighbor, but asa paid 
officer. 

"The overseer, under my bill will deal with 
the hands under him as hired labor, and not 
as neighbors, for the hands subject to road 
duty can work or pay a commutation tax of 
fifty cents per day for the time required of 
them. Therefore they wil! occupy the posi- 
tion of hired labor, urther, the road hands 


_will feel that this law relieves them of tne 


injustice that they felt the old law imposed 
upon them; namely, in requiring the labor to 
do all the work, and the property none. Under 
the present law, as much work is required of 
aman without any property, aud who does 
not have much use for good reads as is re— 
quired ofa man with his many broad acres, 
teams, vehicles, ete. My bill proposes to make 
the property do half the work and the 
labor the other half. You will see 
that it requires the county authorities to tix 
each year the number of days that will be re- 
quired of the hands not toexceed six, but may 
be less. It then makes it imperative upon 
them to assess asuflicient percent on the prop- 
erty of the county to raise an equal amount of 
money to be used on the roads. I think six 
days work on the roads by the hands subject 
toroad duty properly directed by an ofiicer 
qualified to direct the same; who will feel a 
pride in having good roads under his charge, 
and in addition sufficient funds from the 
property to hire as much more labor, will give 
us good public roads. The present bill may 
not be perfect in its details, but I think the 
principles are equitable and just. Future leg- 
islatures can amend and perfect it, it is asthey 
will have a proper basis to build on, which we 
do not have under the present road laws.”’

A bill of general interest to farmers through- 
out the state isthat of Mr. Holtzclaw, of 
Houston, to regulate the transportation of 
fruits, melons, etc. Itis inthe hands of the 
general judiciary committce now and has a 
fair prospect of coming back without material 
change. 

‘‘T have consulted a number of lawyers and 
other authorities on railread matters,’’ said 
Mr. Holtzclaw yesterday, ‘‘and they all agree 
that the scheme is, for the most part, practica- 
ble. Railroads, of course, will fight the 
bill. They may threaten to discon- 
tinue the shipment of fruits and melons except 
to the ends of their lines, setting up as areason 
their inability to control connecting roads. 

There seems to be no difficulty in western 
roads controlling southern roads as to ship- 
ments of bacon, corn, etc., south. Why can’t 
the southern roads do likewise as to shipments 
of fruit over other roads?”’

The bill proposes to compel railroads to 
furnish ventilated cars on request and within 
a reasonable time thereafter, and ou failure so 
to do, to pay actual damages suffered to per- 
sons desiring to ship or shipping in unsuitable 
car, It proposes further to compel railroads 
to fixa freight charge on fruit from each 
station, and be responsible to the shipper for 
any additional charge. 

It prevents prepayment of freight, be- 
cause it is unnecessary,and forces men of small 
means out of the industry. 

Lastly, it compels an agreement between 
railroad and shipper as to the weight of pro- 
duce shipped,and prevent are-weighing thereof 
to the disadvantage of the shipper. Railroads 
responsible to shipper for an additional charge 
made by increase of freight.”’ :

Her great grandfather, Colonel Duncan Camp- 
bell, who was a lawyer of great eminence in 
Washington in the early part of this century, 
lies buried near the edge of the town in a now 
neglected burying ground on the property of 
Mr. William Pope. He was noted for his 
early advocacy of female education in Georgia. 
His daughter, Sarah Campbell, a lady oi high 
character and great intelligence, married Xf. 
Daniel Chandler, then a lawyer ot standing, 
who was the first partner of the late Judge 
Garnett Andrews, of Washington. Judge 
Campbell, of the United States supreme court, 
lately deceased, was the uncle of Mrs. May- 
brick. But she never inherited from the 
Campbells and Chandlers the looseness which 
makes her justly notorious; whether or not 
she also is guilty of murder. They were, with- 
out exception, people of high character; 
Scotch Presbyterians, Duncan Campbell and 
Daniel Chandler having both been elders in 
the Presbyterian church. The Campbells 
were people of somewhat austere type of 
virtue.

not conducted. You will, atthe sametime, notify 


} all parties engaged in gaming that if said rooms are 


again opened for gambling purposes all parties of- 
fending shall be arrcsted and cases made aguinst 
them. By order of H, C. TINDALL, 
Mayor pro tem. 

Chief Kenan received the order at 9 o’clock 
and immediately commenced the work of 
shutting up the gambling rooms, and said he 
would visit every place inthe city if it kept 
him until daylight. Hesays he will strictly 
follow the order as jong as it remains in force, 
and will make arrests if the order is violated.

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Jute and Ramie. 

Years ago, the late Colonel Richard 
Peters established the fact that both ramie 
and jute would grow luxuriantly in the 
south and with little or no cultivation. 

This is a fact that ought to be borne in 
mind by the farmers in the south while 
they are engagedin fighting the jute bag- 
ging trust. Cotton bagging may whip the 
‘fight in the end, and it is to be hoped it 
will, but there is no reason why a new and 
valuable industry may not be introduced in 
the south. The cotton-bagging enterprise 
may prove profiitable, but it is not essenti- 
ally a new industry. : 

The cultivation and manufacture of jute 
and ramie, however, would give the south 
‘two new and profitable industries. The 
amount of jute fibie consumed in the United 
States is enormous. <A writer in the Manu- 
facturer’s Record says that more than 
5,000,000 jute sacks are annually consumed 
in handling cotton seed, meal and cake. All 
heavy gunnies are of foreign make. The 
annual increase in the consumption of jute 
fibre in the United States is greater than in 
any other nation. The United States is a 
larger consumer of jute fibre for handling 
the cotton crop and its products than all 
the rest of the world. The United States 
is a larger consumer of jute fibre for hand- 
ling the yrain crop and its products than all 
the world besides. The United States is a 
larger consumer of fibre other than cotton for 
harvesting its graincrops than all the other 
countries ofthe globe. The United States 
is the largest consumer of jute fibre in mis- 
cellaneous fabrics, employing it in a greater 
variety of uses than all other nations put 
together. 

According to tables carefully prepared by 
‘A. R. Tnrner, Jr., of Boston, president of 
the Flax and Hemp Spinners and Growers 
association, flax, hemp, jute and man- 
ufactures of them rank fourth in invoice 
value of imports, while rating twenty-elghth 
in the list of protected articles. Among 
the fibres and textiles, wool and the man- 
ufactures therefrom were imported in 1887 
to an invoice value of $60,586,614, and sub- 
jected to an average rate of duty of 58.81 
per cent. Flax, hemp, jute and their man- 
ufactures came sccond, with an invoice 
value of $33,807,283, and an average rate of 
duty of only 28.10 percent. Silk and man- 
ufactures followed with an invoice value 
of $31,264,277, and an average rate of duty 
of 49.71 per cent. Cotton and manufac- 
tures came fourth, its invoice value being 
$29,150,059, and average rate of duty 40,17 
per cent. 

Isn’t it worth while for the planters of 
the sonth to look into this matter?

HE HAS SOMETHING MORE TO SAY¥ 
TO COLONEL WILLIAMSON. 


He Makes a Statement in Reply to What the 
President of the Chattanooga, Rome and 
Columbus Says—A Capy of a Contract. 


ATLANTA, Ga., August 15, 1880.—Editors 
Constitution: Dear Sirs: On the 10th I published a 
Statement asserting the followiug facts: 

Ist. That Mr. J. D. Williamson in 1887, off-red the 
control of his road tothe Georgia Central, and that 
| a preliminary argument under which it should be 
constructed and leased to the Central, was actually 
signed by himse!fand Mr. Hollins, then vice- presi- 
dent of the Central, subject to my ratification.

24. Istatedthat ‘since the Chattanooga, Rome 
and Carrollton railroad had been completed, that 
tho parties there who own it were desirous of sell- 
ing it to us and were making overtures to éghat ef- 
fect, and such an overture was made to me in per- 
son by one of the leading gentlemen connected with 
it within the past four months.” 

Mr. Williamson in a card in this morning’s Con- 
STITUTION, tages direct issue swith the first of the 
above statements. He says ‘‘General Alexander is 
mistaken in his statement that my plan was to 
build the read and lease it tothe Central.” * * * 

“I never contemplated parting with the control of 
my railroud, but des'red to give the Central an op- 
portunity to make connection with it at Carrollton, 
upon fairterms to both parties.’ * * * * ‘In 
the negotiations between Mr, Hollins and myself 
Juring this period there were vari- 
ous propositions discussed between us but 
I am satisfied that we never went so faras to sign 
any agreement upon the subject.” 

AS | have fortuuately preserved the agreement in 
questiou, Mr. Editor,my best reply te Mr. Williamson 
isjto hand you a copy of it to print herewith, if you 
can give it the space, exhibiting to you also per- 
sonally the original. PerhapsI shonld say that I 
did not see it signed, but, that it was handed to me 
by Mr. Hollins and being somewhat famaliar with 
both signa’ures and I believe them both to be gen~ 
uine. It wiil be noted that in my card of the 10th, I 
gave the amounts per mile,of bonds and stocks,some 
what different from smounts in the actual contract, 
but I expressly stated that I gave the amount from 
recollection only. Thetotal per mile according to 
my recollection was $48,000, while the total in the 
contract I find is $46,000, and to that extent my 
recollection was at fault; otherwise the contract 
bears out my statement fully and perhaps a little 
more, 

It may be noted for instance, that it required the 
Central to take its through business from the State 
road for the benefit of the new road and to give the 
latter “every advantage.”’ I do not blame Mr. 
Williamson for wanting this, nor the  Icase, 
nor in fact, for wanting anything: he 
could get. But he himself has raised the issue of 
fact as to what occurred. 

Mr. Williamson ealso seems 
discredit my second statement, given above, 
by asserting that-velther he or any of 
his directors have made any propesition to 
me. I did notsay thatthey had. I said the over- 
tures came from one of the leading gentlemen in 
New York connected with Mr. W.’s company. The 
gentleman to whom I referred is Mr. Alfred Sully. 
It will be time enough to enter into dctails when 
Mr. Sully denies it. But Mr. Sully has traveled 
through Georgia with Mr. Williamson in the role of 
one of the “strong capitalists,’ to whom Mr. W. 
refers as having formed the constraction company 
and built his road. And, judging from the way in 
which roads are usually built by such companies, as 
well as from common reportin New York in this 
pariicular case, it is the construction company 
which wags the railroad company. And when Mr. 
Sully suggested that on advantageous terms to the 
Central the lease or control in some way of the Chat- 
tanooga, Rome and Columbus railroad could be had, 
I believed that he was in position to negotiate if I 
had felt inclined to meet bim. 

Asto Mr, Williamson’s general remarks on the 
railroad matters and on the Olive bill, I must de- 
cline to enter into the discussion here. I have iny 
views upon it, honestly based upon eighteen years 
expenence in railroad and transportation matters 
in the south, and conscientiously heid. I fee! con- 
fident thatI can demonstrate their correctness to 
any unprejudiced persun, who will give the neces- 
sary attention, as absolutely as any geometrical 
problem can be demonstrated. I can algo point out, 
I think, much harm to the state at large, absolutely 
sure to result from the bill, or anything like ft, 
should it becomea law. And still more-can I show 
the cruel wrong and injustica it will do even the 
minority stockholders in railroads, whom it claims 
to protect; but simple issues of fact, like thecone in 
hand, had best not wag such extensive tails.

Tiiis contract between the Rome and Carrollton 
Railroad company and the Central Railroad and 
banking company of Georgia stipnlates: 

That the Rome and Carrollton company wiil

During the day yesterday Patterson heard

But Mr. Dodgen was not the man 
with whom the woman had made the appoint- 
ment. 

Hiowever, Mr. Dodgen and Mrs. Patterson 
were acquainted. She once lived near Alpha 
retta, and it was there that they met. Mr. 
Dodgen, as an attorney, was engaged 
by the Patterson family in some legal work 
and on the car yesterday afternoon they con- 
versed upon the subject. When the car 
reachicd the park Mr. Dodgen and Mrs. Pat- 
terson separated.

THE FORMER ATTACKS. 

Patterson and bis wife were the central fiz- 
ures in what became famous as the Banks 
county tragedy.

Patterson fled. He was subsequently ar- 
rested and was released on bail, his father 
going on his bond. Ho first skipped his bond

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THE STATE ASSOCIATION WAS FOR- 
MALLY ORGANIZED YESTERDAY. 


A Notable Gathering of Georgia's Ex-Con- 
federates—Some Notable Scenes During 
the Sessions. 


The old, much-loved banner of the confed- 
eracy waved again in Atlanta yesterday. 

It was displayed from the window of Con- 
federate hall, where the veterans who fought 
under it for five years were congregating. 

These men, bearing the scars of hard-fought 
battles, began arriving in Atlanta by the early 
morning trains. Somecameon crutches and 
others with empty sleeves. They felt thata 
state associatfon of tlie surviving soldiers of 
the confederacy was needed, and they came to 
organize such an association. 

As the delegates arrived they were met by 
the reception committee, white badges were 
pinned to their coats, and they were requested 
to go at once to the veteran’s hall and register 
their names, their old regiments and the asso- 
ciation they represented. 

As the morning passed the hall became 
crowded and some strange meetings and re- 
cognitions took place. Inone corner of the 
hall were two old men. They had not seen 


each other since their regiment disbanded in’ 


1865. They sat with their arms entwined 
about each others necks and seemed perfectly 
happy. 

Genera! C. FE. Anderson arrived at the hall 
an hour before the meeting was called to order. 
Some of his old comrades who had fought 
under him actually threw their arms round his 
neck and hugged him. Stern looking old 
warriors, when they thought themselves un- 
observed, brushed atear from their grizzled 
whiskers. 

Punctually at 12 o’clock Judge W. L. Cal- 
houn, president of the Fulton County associa- 
tion, called the meeting to order and explained 
that the veterans would form fours and march 
to the old capitol. The old soldiers had not 
forgotten their tactics, and they quickly fell 
into line. Judge Calhoun and the Rev. Mr. 
Cieveland headed the procession. They 
marched down Broad street to Marietta, and 
then to the old capitol. 

At the Capitol. 


When the veterans were seated in the assem- 
bly room, Captain H. H. Colquitt, chairman 
of the reception committee, introduced Mr. 
Cleveiand, who opened the meeting witha 
feryeut prayer. While everybody remained 
standing, Mr. Cleveland prayed for the confed- 
erate soldiers who fell in battles; 
for their widows and orphans; 
for the surviving veterans and 
for the success of the organization about to be 
formed. Heended his prayer by asking that 
ihey wight all meet in that land where there 
nre nO wars, no unhappiness and no separa- 
tions. 

OLD “‘PAP”’ ARRIVES. 

Judge Calhoun, who, he said, would deliver 
the address of welcome, was then introduced. 
As Judge Caithoun began to speak General 
Longstreet entered the hall and the conven- 
tion went mad. ‘The strange yells which so 
disconcertad the yankee soldiers 25 years ago 
sounded again from every side. General 
Longstreet stood for a moment or two bowing 
tohis friends. When hesat down the noise 
subsided and Judge Calhoun began his ad- 
duress. 

fic told the veterans the object of the meet- 
ing, and showed how mmuch such a state asso- 
ciation was needed. Hethen drew a picture 
of the old south, which excited great euthu- 
sinsin. He touched on the causes of the war, 
the way the rights of the south were invaded, 
and the way the people rose to defend those 
richts. Ho then speke of some of the great 
battles, and said that none of the contests of 
Napoleon could compare with those of the last 
war in America in loss of life. 

After mentioning some of the great generals, 
ho paid a graceful tribute to Jefferson Davis, 
and, at his name, the veterans stamped and 
cheered. ‘The applause was renewed when he 
told how bravely the women of the south 
behaved before the war, during it, and after it 
was over. 

Toward the endof his address Judge Cal- 
houn qneted General Lee’s words in his last 
speech to his old soldiers, *‘Duty is the noblest 
wordin our lavgeuage.’’ He then said, ‘Let 
usdo our dutyin all respects and when the 
last cld soldier shall be gathered home we 
shall leave our children a more precious herit- 
age thanall the weaith of the south. In con — 
clusion, I welcome you most cordially, and 
take great pieasure in saying that the call of 
our association was born . of no selfish motive, 
but came from the purest patrioism and as 
such we extend it to you.,’, 

THE TEMPORARY ORGANIZATION. 

At the conciusion of the address Captair 
Colquitt said he was authorized by his com- 
mittee to propose that instead of electing a 
temporary chair:nan a permanent presiding 
officer should be elected at once and he pro- 
posed the natne of Colonel Rufus E. Lester. 
Colonel Laster was fananimously elected. 
Colonel W. ) Simmons, Major 
Majer Morgan Rawles and J. H. 
Kitner were deputed to escort him to 
the chair. Coleone! Lester thanked the veter- 
ans for his election in a few gracdul sen- 
tences. When the president resume his seat 
Captain George Forbes rose and said: 

“T move that the first thing we do.shall be 
tosend greetings to President Jefferson Da- 
vis.’”’ 

The motion was carried ina way which left 
no doubt of the love the old soldiers stil! bear 
their ex-president. This telegram was imme- 
diately drawn up and forwarded: 

‘Resolved, That the Confederate Veterans’ asso- 
ciation of Georgia give you their greeting, with the 
hop? tiat you may live long to honor the south, the 
country aud mankindin the iuvture as you bavein 
tho past.’’ 

Captain W. H. Harrison offered the follow- 
ing which was also unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That this convent.on of contederate 
veterans learn with deep regret of the severe illness 
of General Ciement Evans, and tender him its 
deepestsympathics, with hopes that he may be 
spared to his people and restored to heaith. 

A number of gentlemen then rese to offer 
resolutions, and it was decided to elect five 
assistant secretaries before the business of the 
meeting proceeded any further. Messrs. 
George Forbes, 2. F. Maddox, J. B. Strong, 
F. A. Hearny and C. W. Wells were chosen. 

ON THE PLATFORM, 

When these gentlemen had assumed their 
duties, Generals Longstreet, Colquitt and 
Walker were invited to take seats ou the vlat- 
form. 

As each of the old generals rose and was 
recognized'by the soldiers shouts of greeting 
shook the walls. The veterans continued 
cheering until the three generals were 
seated on the platform. In their enthusiasm 
several old soldiers forgot parliamentary 
usage and rushed up on the platform to shake 
hands with General Lougstrect. When the 
noise was subsided, Dr. Todd renewed. it 
again by reading this Jetter: 

DeAaR Doctor: Iwish you would explain to tbe 
“old confeds’’ that I wish to be with them, bnt I 
am detained by urgent official engagements.

Constitution of the Confederate Survivors 
Association of Gecergia. 
ARTICLE I. 

TITLE. . 

This society thail be known asthe Confederate 

Survivors’s association of Georgia. 
ARTICLE II. 
OBJECTS OF THE SOCIETY. 

The objects of the association are the conservy~ 
ation of confederate history and memories, the pro- 
motion of good fellowship and the cultivation of 
friendship, the renewal of old ties between the sur- 
viving officers and soidiers of the army, 
Davy, marine and signal corps and other 
organizations in the service of the confederacy. 
This association shall not interfere with nor dic- 
tate to any local or regimental organization of ex- 
confederate soidiers; its object being to work in 
harmony with all subordinate organizations for the 


good of all, 
ARTICLE ITI. 
MEMBERSH\Y. 

1, Those only shall be admitted to the privileges 
of memberebip who were in the military or naval 
service of the confederate states. or either of them, 
during the late war between the states, and who 
were bonorably discharged, by parole or the ter- 
mination of hostilities or otherwise, and who bave 
brought no discredit on the service since. 

Regular meetings of this association sha]! be held 
on Wednesday afterthe third Monday in August of 
each yearat the capitoi of the state. Delegates 
irom every Confederate Veteran association in the 
s'ate shall be received and recognized. 

Each organization of veterans shall be entitled to 
three voes at all meeting of this association, and 
where more than this number of delegates are ap- 
pointed, and shall attend, the vote of such organ- 
ization cast by those present. 

ARTICLE V. 
OFFICERS —SECTION I. 

1. The officers of this association shail be: 

A commander-in-chief, who shail be ex-officio 
president of the association and four commanders 
who shall be ex-officio vice-presidents. 


Ten division commanders, one for each corr 


gressicnal distwict, and a resident thereof’, 

2. The commander-in-chief shall have the power 
to appoint the followingstaff: An adjutant-general, 
ten side de camps. chaplain and surgeon. 

The olflicers of this association shall be elected at 
each annual meeting, and shall hold their offices 
until their successors are choseu. 

SECTION Ill. 

All elections shall be by ballot unless dispensed 
with by unanimous consent. In case of a ballot 
the majority of the votes cast shall be necessary to 
achoice. If there should be no election on the 
second ballot, the name receiving the smallest 
number of votes shall be dropped, and so on in 
successive ballots until an election is had. 

SECTION IV. 

1. The commander in chief shall preside at all 
meetings of the association andjshail take command 
at all public demonstrations. He shall have gen- 
eral control and direction of the state association. 

2. in the absence of the commander in chief ove 
ofthe commanders in the order named shail dis 
charge the duties of that office. 

SECTION V. 

1. The adjutant general shall keep a record of all 
the proceedings aud, under the supervision of the 
commander in ¢hief, shall conduct the correspond- 
ence of the association. 

2. He sbali forward all orders of the commander 
in chief and shall do all in his power to aid and 
encourage the formation of local associations. He 
shall arrange to keep headquarters, where all visit- 
ing members of veterans’ associations may get such 
information as they desirc. 

3 The expense attending this office and any re- 
muneration that may be given for services shall be 
fixed by the executive committee. This committee 
shall also appoint a treasurer for the custody of 
such funds as may come to the association, which 
funds shall be entirely under the control of the 
executive committee. 

SECTION VI--THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

1. The executive committee shall consist of the 
commander-in-chief, ex-oificio president, the 
four vice commanders, and the ten divison coin- 
mainders, any three of whom shall bea quorum for 
the transaction of business. 

2. The adjutant general shall be ex-officio secre- 
tary of the ex-com mittee. 

3 The ex-committee shall meet quarterly for the 
transaction of business. Specialjmeetings may be 
had by order of the commuander-in-chief. 

SECTION VI. 

There shail be an organization for each con 
gressional district inthe state. The commander 
Clecited by this associa‘ion shall be ex-officio presi- 
dent of the association of the district of which he is 
a resident. The duty of the associations in the con- 
gressiona! districts shall be to assist and encourage 
local orzganizitions in his territory, to keep a record 
thereofand to make annual reports to the com. 
mander-in-chief. Lieshail have the authorily to 
appoint an adjutant. 

SECTION 

Each delegate attending the 
the association shall pay one dollar to meet 
current expenses of the organization, 

SECTION IX—AMENDMENTS. 

This constitution may be amended, added to or 
abrogated upona two-thirds vote of the incmbers 
present at any regular meeling of the association.

Captain R. E. Park, ot Bibb, rose with a 
paper in his hand and said he ‘“‘held the old 
soldiers’ bill,”’ but he only wished to call the 
attention of the convention to section 3. which 
provided that the old capitol be leased to the 
veterans of the confederate army. for twenty 
years at a rental of $5 a year, and he offered a 
resolution that every senator and mempDer of 
the legislature be requested to vote for the 
bill. Captain Colguitt seconded the motion. 

SENATOR GIBBS’S HIT. 

The sensation of the day was to follow. Sen- 
ator 8S. D. Bradwell stated that he was 
a member of the senate and several 
other delegates were alsoin the senate or the 
legislature, and he would ask the convention 
to excuse them from voting, 

As the senator from the second district re- 
sumed his seat, the tall form of Senator Gibbs 
rose. In ringing accents he assured the con- 
vention that ho had no wish to be excused 
from voting on the resolution. For his part, 
he meant to vote for the bill at that time, and 
later he would vote for it in the senate. 
All the cheers that had gone up during 
the day were whispers to what followed. 

Men rose in their seats and waved their hats 
and many who could not reach their hats 
waved their crutches. One-legged men 
stumped across the floor to shake hands with 


’ Senator Gibbs and for a few moments all-ordcer 


was suspended. 

When quiet was restored Senator Bradwell 
withdrew his request to be excused from vot- 
ing on the bill. 

The Rev. J. W. Jones made a motion which 
led to some confusion. He proposed that 
as all associations necded money to pay 
expenses and a resolution had been passed to 
have some printing done, he pinion tins the 
one dollar initiation fee be handed over to the 
secretary. He handed over his dollar as an 
example. 

Immediately, from every side, dollars began 
to ponrin; and as no one gave their names, 
considerable misunderstanding followed. It 
was finally agreed to stop receiving any more 
money, and to deyoto the amount collected to

RECEPTION AT THE CAPITOL. 


Some Excellent Speeches and SomeNotable 
Scenes Last Night. 

In the evening the veterans held a reception 
in the hall of the house of representatives. 

The capito)fwas brilliantly illuminated, from 
basement to dome, and ali evening was chowd- 
ed with people who were unable to gain even 
standing room in suund of the speakers’ voices. 

The beauty and chitairy of Georgia were 
there. The chairs of the statesmen were oc- 
cupied by the wives and. daughters of the 
veterans, aid every niche and corner was liter- 
ally crammed with veterans and their sons. 
Even the speaker’s stand was invaded by the 
spectators, and the aisles and lobbies were 
filled with those cager to hear the eloquent 
words of the old heroes. : 

In the center of the gallery, the Zouaze band 
Was Stationed. Just previous to the opening of 
the reception, it struck up “Dixie.” This was 
the signal for the outpouring of the pent up 
enthusiasm of the yast audience, and the roof 
of the capitol fairly trembled under its volume. 

When Governor Gordon appeared, walking 
down the aisle, by the side of President W. L. 
Calhoun, the cheers were renewed, and Kept 
up until they had taken their seats in front of 
the speaker’s desk. 

President Calhoun presided during the 
evening. On his left sat Governor Gordon, and 
on his right Captain H. H. Colquitt. The chairs 
immediately in front of the speaker were oc- 
cupied mostly by ladies, and when President 
Calhoun arose to make a few preliminary ro- 
narks there was not standing room in any part 
of the immense hall. Spéctators stood in the 
windows, and quite a number of chairs ac- 
commodated two occupants. 

The president’s opening address was brief 
but characterized by that eloquence for which 
Captain CaJhoun is renowned. He is a vet- 
eran of veterans, and his words were of the 
kind thatsink deep into the hearts of those 
who fought for the lost cause. 
His allusions to Governor Gordon, who 
was the first speaker on tho programme, were 
very touching, and every mention of that 
gallant old veteran’s name was greeted by cheer 
after cheer. Captain Calhoun said that of all 
the gallant men who fought in the noblest 
army the worid ever saw, thers was none the 
luster of whose gallantry shone brighter and 
stronger than that of Ceorgia’s soldier gover- 
nor. He needed no introduction to the people 
of the south, much less those of Georgia. 

Governor Gordon arose at the conclusion of 
President Calhoun’s remarks, amid the en- 
thusiastic $shouts of his jhearers. The vet- 
erans rent the air with the old rebel yell, and 
when the governor began speaking it was with 
evident emotion. His address appealed to 
the hearts of not only his old comrades, but of 
all who heard it, and was reccived as 


only Governor Gordon’s addresses are: 


My Comrades—Brothers of the ouce invincible 
and still immortal confederate army. [{Applause. | 
lt is fortunate for both you and myself that but few 
words are expected of metonight; for while my 
heart is full and my brain is throbbing with thoughts 
of the present, memories ofthe past and suggestions 
for the nutried future, any cxtended remarks by me 
would be altogether unseemly. It is still more for- 
tunate for you that others are to speak: for the 
wealth of their uticrances will in some measure 
compensate, I trust, forthe poverty of mine, I will 
net attempt to describe the feelings that thrill me 
on meeting forthe first time a convention of con- 
federates gathered from all portions of our state. 
You must know, my brothers, thatthe confidence, 
the respect and the ajfecti.us of — these 
brave menu are boti food and = susienance 
to my spirit, as helpful and almost 
as needful as daily bread to my physical man. [Ap- 
plause, | 

Nor will I attemnt to describe the heartiness and 
completeness of the welcome accorded you, for each 
and all of you must know that there is not an acre 
of Georgia’s soil that will not be honored by the 
tfead of your soldier feet and not a home in her 
borders but would be mace brighter and happier 
by claiming you asits guest. [Chcers. | 

It is fitting, perhaps, that your siale organization 
should have been effected in th is capital city. Not 
solely because it is the capital of your state, but be- 
cause ot the memories that cluster around it, and 
because its battle furrowed and battle hallowed 
hills will remain a fit memorial of your 
peerless valor so long as martial valoris hon- 
ored by men or these everlasting hills shall endure, 
| Loud applause. | 

I rejoice that a state organization, too long neg- 
lected, is at last perfected. It is a brotherhood 
which all honorable men mustapprove and which 
heaven itself will bless. Itis a brotherhood over 
whieh the spirit of philanthropy, of patriotism, of 


truth aud of justice will preside—of philanthropy, 


because it wil! snecor tie disabled, heip the needy, 
Strengthen the weak and cheer the disconsolaie; ot 
patriotism because it will cherish the past glories of 
the dead confederacy and transmute them into in- 
st-frations for future services to the living republic. 
[Loud applause|—of justice, because it will 
seek to gather and preserve as witnesses for 
li‘story the unimpeachable tacts which shall doom 
falsehood to die that truth may live. [Cheers]. of 
justice, because it will cultivate national as well as 
southern fraternity, and will condemn narrow- 
mindedness and gy erpeng and passion, and culti- 
vate that broader, higher, n@pler Sentiment which 
we'd wiite on the grave of every soldier who fell on 
either side; ‘““Here les a hero—a martyr tothe 
right as hisconscience conceived it.’” (Applause).

Rey. John William Jones 
ernor Gordon. 

Dr. Jones’s address was a magnificent one, 
and was full of the soldier ring. He had been 
with Gordon through his eampaigns, and 
thought no may was more worthy the loveand 
honor of his people than he.. Dr. Jones paida 
high tripute to the valor of the armies of the 
south. here neyer was a nobler people, or a 
grander struggle. Thesonth fought for what 
she believed to be right then, and what she 
knew to be right now. Iie laid particular 
stress upon the importance of _ the 
preservation of the _ traditions and 
memories of the old south, and was glad the 
veterans’ association had been formed, as it 
wasa means to that end. Dr. Jones also 
urged that southern schools should use southi- 
ern histories, and related several instances of 
the perversion of sentiment and truth by books 
that were brought from the north. 

Dr. Jones was frequently interrupted by ap- 
plause. His speech was one of the ablest and 
most eloguent that has been heard in Atlanta 
in mavy days, and tiat part of it directed to 
the legislators will no doubt go far toward se- 
curing a home for the association in the shape 
of the old capitol building. 

Colonel Nisbet, of the Third Georgia regi- 
ment, was introduced by the president, and 
made a stirring speech. Colonel Nisvet was 
in the thickest of the fight and many of the 
veterans present were living witnesses to the 
truth of the vivid scenes which he portrayed. 

After Colonel Nisbet’s address, Senator T. 
FE. Massengale was introduced. Ho has been 
the staunch friend of the veterans in his leg- 
islative capacity. Heis the author of a bill to 
deliver the old capitol building to 
the association, as the home of a hist 
torical society, and in the course of 
his remarks took occasion to remind the legis- 
lators present that it was their duty to see that 
it was adopted. Senator Massengale’s speech, 
coming from oneof the sonsof the men who 
fought, was heartily applauded by the veter- 
ans. 

Mr. Glenn, of Whitfield, was the next 
speaker. He fully sustained his reputation as 
one of the leading young orators of the present 
legislature. 

When Mr. Glenn concluded, calls were 

made for Mr. Grady. The calis were kept up 
for seme minutes, during which time Presi- 
dent Calhoun left his seat, and going down the 
centor aisle, returned with Mr, Grady at his 
side. 
As Mr. Grady ascended the stand he was 
cheered londiy. He madeafew remarks ap- 
propriate to the occasion, and at the close was 
again enthusiastically cheered. 

Mr. Grady’s remarks ciosed the reception, 
and the vast assembly dispersed to the inspir- 
ing strains of Dixie by the Zorave band.

_ MR. BRADY’S SPEECH. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Il hardly deem it necessary on 
this occasion to make auy extended remarks upon 
the pending bill. It has been so thoruughly and so 

enerally discussed by the press aud the people, and 
so well nuderstood by this house, that I presume 
each member has already decided upon his course. 
But 6) much adverse criticism has been iudulged in 
and so many misrepresentations made, that F bave 
thought it just to the frienes of this measure, and to 
myself, to say a few words. lam not unmindful of 
the fact that this bill is opposed by strong and in- 
fluential people interested in the sale of commerciai 
fertilizers who regard this act as destructive to their 
business and imazine, or effect to imagine, that dire 
sesults wiil flow to them and their business in event 
of its passage. I know many of. these peo- 
ple, and am glad to testify that 
fn large number ot them, notably 
in Sumter county, ard among our beat citizens, and 
while opposing the bill from a misconception of its 
terms and a mistaken fear of its results are yet hous 
est in their opposition and reasonable in the adyo- 
cacy of their views, lIregret tosay thatthere are 
others quite unreasonable and have applied to this 
measure every cpithet that avarice can suggest and 
malice inspire. It has been called a dishonest and 
a thieving bitl-a bill for the repudiation of con- 
tracts, etc. I propose to show that the bill is a fair, 
reasonable and just bill and ought to pass. I would 
not advocate or vote for any measure that J thougit 
would do injustice toa single individual, however 
humbie in this great state, and I trist thatI would 
not refuse to advocate and support any measure that 
would prevent injustice to any one, whatever power 
migut oppose. 
The yrowth of 


. 


the business of mate 
ufacturing and selling commercial fertilizers has 
been marvelous within the past few years, There 
is now employed in that businessin the state or 
Georgia alune about $2,000,000 ; 

The sales of commercial manures last year i 
this state amounted tu $4,000,000. 

The stutement of these large figures in this day of 
syndicates and trusts is very suggestive. It has 
come to _— thatthere is alwaysa great cohesive 
power where this much capital is involved. Banded 
together for mutual protection and interest, itis a 
formidabie power, and, like all other trusts and 
combines,‘is a constant danger,a threat aud a 
menace. Ifthere was active competition, whicha 
combine makes impossible, then the poor farmer 
would stand some chance to secure fair treatment. 
But he cannot cope witb so formidable an adver- 
sary. He must submit to their terms or do without 
their goods. Five-sixtis of the former are com- 
pelled to buy on time, and being of a hopeful and 
trustful nature and inspired by cn honest purpose 
to keep their contracts they usually sign whatever 
paper is demanded of them. Of course they believe 
the goods to be all that is represented orthey would 
pot buy. They expect so to find them and there- 
fore the terms of the coutract are immaterial. I 
know it is urged with plausibility that they ought 
not to make these contracta, that they do not need 
@ guardian and that this hill makesthe law their 
guardian, That being able to contract they ought 
notto enter into such a bargain unless it was 
agreeable tothem. But in truth the contract, so 
far as the waiver of the right to plead a failure of 
consideration is concerned, is in no just sense a 
voluntary contract. The guano is sold and often 
distributed before the notes are signed and the 
farmer would place himself ina false ligfi to raise 
objections. at that late day when he bought 
in good faith and expects to pay in 
good faith. In the nature of things he must buy on 
faith—blind faith—because he can never teil the 
value of the fertilizer nntil he has made a fair, 
practical test. This bill suggests mutual faith and 

lf the article 
sold is reasonably suited tothe use intended, then 
itoughtto be and will be paidtor, If not, and is 
worthless, it ought not to be paid for. It is to se- 
cure justice bere that this billsecks. Itis in vain 
to say that the inspection and guaranteed analysis 
is the farmers’ protection. I donot dispute that 
this is some protection andam glad ts state that 
under the able administration of the present worthy 
comniissioner ie seems to have done all that was 
practicable to make inspection effectual. in the 
very nature of things it is impracticable to inspect 
every sack and package sold, or to prevent changes 
alter inspection, nor will it avail to say that the far- 
mer should save a sampleand expend more than the 
guano is worth to have it analyzed, The practical 
test of a proper application, with reasonably good 
seasous and farmer-like cultivation of the crop is 
the best and the simplest test. it is one thatany 
person may fairly make and it is one that any hon- 
est guano ought tostand or be conderaned. Ifgu- 
anos were like flour, corn, horses and mules or 
other such articles of merchandise then the farmer 
ought not tocomplain if he waived his right to 
lead failure of consideration, because in that cse 
th parties would stand on equality, and no seller 
would ask and no buyer would concede to purchase 
of these articles at full price with sucha waiver, 
‘et bereis an article whose value can only be 
nown by a learned scfentist, sold certainly at and 
above its real value on the condition whether good, 
worthless c¥ indifferent, must be paid for. The 
practical test relieves this inequality. Now, does 
the law in fact operate? A rich man can 
buy his guano for cash, and ifthe artiele is worth- 
less, can sue and recover his money. A poor man, 
one not fortunate to pay cash, must promisea much 
larger price and pay whether the guano is worth- 
less or not. If it were proposed to repeai the law 
which makes every selier impliedly warrant every 
article sold at a full price, there wonid perhaps not 
be a sirgle vote forsuch a measure, and yet to re- 
fuse to pass tDXs bill is to say that guano dealers can 
lawfully by contract, repeal this section ofthe code 
as to one of the most uncertain commodities. This 
strikes me as monstrous. Let us pass this bill and 
deciare all such waivers against a wise sound public 
policy. It cannot effect past contracts, it is prospec- 
tive only. Letit be likethe old and honored laws 
of usury, then he who takes such waivers will 
know that heis violating the wise policy of the 
state, and cannot complain of 
own wrong. The terms of the 
in my nage are rh effectually does this. The pro-~ 
visions in regard to stating the considerations are 
necessary to protect innocent purchasers and to pre- 
vent a defeat of the law by transfer of the notes. 
We want to be fair to all. Without this or some 
similar provisions the law would be a nniity, so 
much for the wisdom ofthe law. Now lI bave an- 
other view which to meis important. Why is it 
that the guano sellers demand this provision in the 
farmers’ notes? The ausweris simple. They claim 
that the farmers will not pay them without, and 
will swear them out of their debt, and that the 
courts and juries wili sustain them, Now this is a 
stigma upon the largest and one of 
most honorable class of our 

Itisan unprovoked insult to this largo 
Class and should be resented. I claim for the agri- 
cultural classes as much honor and Integrity as I 
concede toany other, They are as true to their con- 
tracts andas honest in tbeir observance as aly 
others. Who are the farmers of Georgia? They com- 
prize cight-tenths of our entire population. They 
are the great backbone of this state. They buiid 
our cities, supply our faciories, support our rail- 
roacis, andin short are the mainstay upon which 
all other occupations rely. If it were possible for 
agriculture to ecase mm Georgia for one year, words 
could not picture the disasters to otbers as well as 
themselves that would follow, and yet those of this 
class who are $9 untortunate that they must buy on 
time are to be insultelinthis wanton manner. If 
every pound of guano sold was all it is claimed to 
be for the rake of removing this stigma from the 
farmers of Georgia, this bill ought io pass. Butthe 
conduct of the guano men is not alone a stigma 
upon the honor and truthfulness and integrity of 
fuimers, but it is a serious reflection on our 
courts of justice. Has it come to this, in this 
grand old state where our motto is 
wisdom, justice and moderation that justice cannot 
be ad in our courts? True our lives, our/fortunes, 
our sacred honor are all pro- 
tectedg by the paren? of jthe ‘law, made 
effective by the impartial administration of justice 
by our ‘courts. But in the case of precious guano 
the courts cen’t be depended on. Witnesses in 
such cases are,to be perjurers. Juries are to become 
and the judges are expected to sanction the 
“apes Away withthe thought, it is false. If 
t were true then indeed would our siiuation be 
belpless and hopless. It is not 
true, throughout the borders of 
this commonwealth justice is impartially meeted 
put to all, and we should emphasize the truth here 
today, by declaring all contracts that are made un- 
fler tuc false assumption that justice will not be 
doue against public policy. Null and void, such 

ould be§the effect of the passage of this bill. 

The supreme court of this state 
has long since decided that 
before any person could be relieved ot a& guano 
ficbt, there were three thing necessary for them to 
prove. In the first place they must prove that the 
fertilizers were properly distributed, in the second 
place that the crop Was cultivatedin a farmer like 
manner, and in the third p'ace that the seasons 
were reasonably propitions for them to have made 
n crop. Now how much more protection ought any 
elas: of people to ask for, than is given to guano 
ilealers by this decision of thesupreme court of 
Georgia. | 

And, now, Mr. Bpeuses in conclusion, I wish to 
state thatthe people desire this to become a law, 
the farmers want it. It has been indorsed by 
your predecessors and by the able cultural com- 
mitte of this house. It js a just and an honest bill, 
and in my judgment & wise one. It will pro- 
tect va against monopoly,

‘Ii I understand the nature ot the Brown- 
Sequard elixir,’’ said Mr. Fleming, rising, ‘‘it 
doesn’t help a man make his actions conform 
to his conscience.”’ 

“At any rate,’’ said Mr. Patterson, ‘tif a 
man were exhausted by the chronic struggie 
between his heart aud his censcience, the 
elixir might do him some good.”’ 

“The authorities read by the gentleman from 
Richmond,’’ Mr. Patterson continued, ‘‘only 
established the fact that a contract was to be 
governed by the sex loci—a_ proposition famil- 
iar toevery jus@ce of the peace in Georgia, 
tf foreign manufacturers could evade this bill 
by making the contract beyond the limits of the 
state, they could evade the presentlaw. A 
farmer would have sense enongh to look 
to the situs when he made his contracts’ 
The tarmers of Georgia wished this bill. They 
only denied the same right to plead a failure 
of consideration that every other man had in 
reference to every other article. Nosafer tri- 
bunal could be provided than that furnished 
by a learned judge and an enlightened jury. 
W hat was there so sweet about a sack of guano 
that it should be plucked from the erdinary 
arena of commercial conflict and worn 
like a flower in the buttonhole of the law.’’ 

Judge Harrell, of Webster, spoke in favor 
of the bill. *Mr. Flemming’s law was all right, 
but the application went too far. .A1] contracts 
made outside of Georgia were liable to the 
same objection, that they are not subject to 
Georgia laws. Inits ultimate scope the ob- 
jection would apply to every law in the Geor- 
gia code, 

Ly the constitution of the state every man 
is entitled to a trial by a jury of his peers. 
iad was a case, of the kind contlemplatied by 
the bill, taken from before a jury and put in 
another jurisdiction? What equitable distinc- 
tion is there in the case, whether the thing 
purchased be a mule, or a wagon, or a ton of 
guano? ‘Toeach case the purchaser “saygenn ag 
to pay, and the seller warrants what he sells, 
except only commercial fertilizers. Here is 
absolved from such guarantee. Let such cases 
go, like all others, before a jury of the plain- 
tiff’s peers. 

NO AMENDMENTS WANTED. 

Mr. Glenn, of Whittield, offered the follow- 
ing amendment tothe bill:—‘‘Provided, That
